of work for long. 
Russell said: 
"The basic idea Is to emphasize 
th at assistance to an employable 
worker today is, in most Instances, 
definitely a temporary m atter. He 
expects and we expect him to get 
work so that relief, ii needed, is 
simply a riding-over proposition for 
Hie family. To that end we are using 
our relief-work program staff, the 
employment service, and every other 
m eans at our disposal to route ap­ 
plicants and recipients to jobs. Tile 
results have shown up in the relief I 
Eta tis; tics. 
"In establishing a general state j 
policy*, calling for continuation and 
extension of constructive efforts to 
keep relict to employables at a m ini­ 
m um , Hie state board baa wisely 
emphasized th a t no one is to be 
denied aid simply because he is em ­ 
ployable and that full recognition 
m ust be given to local situations 
where jobs have not picked up or 
may actually have decreased due to 
the war effort.

Plane A g a i n s t Japs On B a t a a n

Army air force fought to the end 
on Bataan peninsula and, with the 
Japanese only a few miles away, 
sent its last flyable plane into the 
air to attack and attem pt to check 
the enemy’s final advance. 
T hat plane was flown by Lieut. 
Jack DonaLson of Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
who has arrived safely in Australia. 
He told this story of his flight: 
H ie lust days on B ataan were 
pure hell. The Japs bombed our 
field day and night, plastering our 
I headquarters 
dugouts, 
gasoline 
tores munitions dumps and every­ 
thing else in the vicinity. 
“The night raids did little ria rn- 
ae* but, kept us from .sleeping or 
repairing our few rem aining planes. 
One Plane Remained 
On April 8 the Japanese com­ 
pleted their 
brr ak-through 
along 
the shores of Manila bay and were 
driving rapidly toward our last air 
field at the southeastern 
tip of 
Bataan. We had a single plane left. 
"It was decided to make an ef­ 
fort to check the Japanese and I 
was chosen to fly the plane, a pur­ 
suit plane. 
"I loaded the ship with light, frag­ 
mentation bombs, lilied the guns 
with ammunition, and hopped off 
in the early evening Flying up the 
eastern < Manila bay) shore of the 
peninsula. I was over the Japanese 
position within a few minutes

•EARS’ HELP 


OIL SEEKERS 


Denver. April 25 <A P > -S cientific 
ears th a t can hear 20.000 feet dowT 
in the ground are taking the guess* 
work out of oil prospecting. 
T he oldtim e 
wildcatter, sniffing 
across the prairie for oil and for­ 
tune, used to sink a hole near a 
likely Buffalo skull and hope for a 
gusher. 
More often th an not his reward 
was just an oily drill. He had spent 
$40,000 drilling a very deep hole in 
the ground. 
T h a t same w ildcatter Es still look­ 
ing for oil today—they never quit— 
but his chances are 50-fold better 
th a t he will get w hat he’s after. 
W allace E. P ra tt of New York, 
director and vice president of S ta n d ­ 
ard Oil of New Jersey, explained the 
m odern m ethod of searching tor oil. 
H ie prospector equips himself with 
a 
seismic instrum ent, some geo­ 
phones and a dynam ite charge, and 
sets out across the rolling hills. 
He picks a spot, sets up the seismic 
recorder, scatters the attached geo­ 
phones, som ething like the ordinary 
telephone receiver, over two counties 
and touches off the dynam ite blast. 
Reverberations p e n e t r a t e the 
earth, from 10,000 to 20,000 feet, 
bounce back to the geo-phones and 
record on the seismic m achine the 
density of earth layers. 
Sometimes the instrum ent shows 
a good solid reflecting bed. 
If the 
record of the distances from the 
earth 's surface to the bed indicate 
the bed is flat, th a t’s bad. 
T here’s 
little chance th a t any oil is lying 
under it. 
But if the bed is arched 
a little! 
T h a t’s good. There m ight 
be oil bunched up under th a t dome.

Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
“Maybe you know this, but on 
the assum ption that you may have 
forgotten it, the way to check up 
en possibility of weak valve springs 
or slightly sticky valve stem s is to 


j remove the valve cover plate and 
insert a screwdriver into each valve 
spring in turn so as to Increase 
spring tension. If you can arrange 
to use a vacuum gauge during this 
test so m uch the better, for this 
will avoid any possibility th a t your 
senses deceive you.

Feed* Ii Less Fuel 
One hint of trouble with the fuel 
pum p is having the engine run well

; this you’d be Justified in suspecUng 
1 th a t the pump is delivering too 
, m uch 
fuel. When 
the engine is 
drawing large quantities, as a t speed 
1 or in hill climbing, the over-activity 
of the pum p isn’t noticed. B ut to 
I check this a t lower engine speeds 
! It may be necessary to install a 
gasket between the pum p flange 
and the engine. This cuts down 
! the pum p's output. The gasket need 
not be over one-eighth inch in 
I thickness. 
Need New Dust Filters? 
One reason that w ater often ac­ 
cum ulates around the flooring in 
the tonneau is because the drain 
holes in the rear doors or around 
the bottom of the rear quarter 
windows are clogged up. They be­ 
come clogged largely because they 
are fitted in many cases w ith w hat 
, are known as dust filters. These 
I are sm all filters or mesh which are 
j inserted in the ends of the drains. 
, In tim e they naturally become filled 
up. Replacem ent Is easy. You simply 
I insert a wire with a hook on it and 
w ithdraw the filter. A new one is 
installed by simply inserting it.
